The Republican Conventions in Ohio 
and Indiana.— The Republican Conventions, 
so calling themselves, of these two States, met 
on Friday, that of Ohio at Columbus, and that 
ot Indiana at Indianapolis: 

RESOLUTIONS OF THE OHIO CONVENTION. 

The Convention passed resolutions substan- 
tially as follows: 

1st. That the people, who constitute the su- 
preme power in the United Stares, should <ruard 
with jealous citreilie rights of the several States 
as independent governmen s. No encroach- 
ments upon their legislative or judicial preroga- 
tives should be permitted from any quarter. 

2d. Resolved, That the people of the State of 
Ohio, mindful of the blessings conferred upon 
them by the Ordinance of Freedom, whose an- 
niversary our Convention this day commemo- 
rates, have established for their political guidance 
the following cardinal rules: 

First, we will resent the spread of slavery, 
under whatever shape or color it may be at- 
tempted — to this end we will labor assiduously 
to render inoperative and void that portion of 
the Kansas and Nebraska bill which abolishes 
freedom in the territory withdrawn from the in- 
fluence of slavery by the Missouri compromise 
of 1820; and we will oppose, by every lawful 
and constitutional means, the existence of sla- 
very in any national territories, and the further 
increase at slave territory and of slave States in 
this Republican Confederation. 

3d. R'solvcd, That the lecent acts of vio- 
lence and civil war in Kansas, incited oy the 
late Vice President of the United States, and ta- 
citly encouraged by executive comman'd, de- 
serve the emphatic condemnation of every cit- 
izen. 

4. Resolved, That a proper retrenchment in 
all expenditures, a thoroughly economical ad- 
ministration of our State Government, a just 
and equal basis of taxation, and single districts 
for election of member* of the L gislature, are 
reforms called for by a wise State policy and 
justly demanded by the people. 

5. Resolved, That a State Central Committee 
consisting of five be appointed by the conven- 
tion, and said committee, in addition to its usual 
duties, be authorized to correspond with com- 
mittees of other States for th" purpose of agree- 
ing upon a time and place for holding a national 
convention of the Republican party for nomi- 
nation of President and Vice President. 

The convention nominated the Hon. Salmon 
P. Chase, of Cincinnati, for Governor; Thomas 
H. Ford, of Richland, for Lieut. Governor; Ja- 
cob Brinkerhoff for Chief Judge of the Supreme 
Court; C. C. Converse for Judge of the Supreme 
Court; F. M. Wright-for State Auditor; W. H. 
Gibson Treasurer; J. H. Baker for Secretary of 
State; F. B. Kimball for Attorney General; A. 
G. Conover for Board of Public Works. A 
good deal of enthusiasm \vas manifested, and it 
was thought that the nominees of the conven- 
tion would be elected by an immer.se majority. 

RESOLUTIONS OF THE INDIANA CONVENTION. 

Resolved, That we cordially re-affirm all the 
principles set forth in the preamble and resolu- 
tions adopted by the Republican or People's 
convention held in this city one year ago this 
day, and, as appropriate to this occasion, we re- 
adopt the following part thereof: 

Whereas, we the freemen of Indiana, without 
respect to party, and actuated by a common de- 
votion to our republic, and a common reverence 
for its founders, have assembled ourselves to- 
gether in commemoration of the passage of the 
ordinance of July 13, 1787, consecrating the 
N. W. Territory to freedom, and, whereas the 
unanimous adoption of said ordinance by the 
Representatives of all the States in the Union 
at that date clearly evinces that opposition to 
the extension of slavery, to the extent of Con- 
stitutional power, was the fixed policy of our 
fathers; and whereas we regard the recent repeal 
of the 8th section of the '•Missouri Compromise" 
as a gross and wanton violation of the faith of 
the Union, plight d to a solemn compact re- 
stricting the extension of slavery — Therefore, 
Resolved, That we are uncompromisingly op 
posed to the extension of slavery; and, further, 
that we utterly repudiate the platform of prin- 
ciples adopted by the self-styled Democratic 
Convention, on the 24th day of May last, en- 
dorsing: and approving the Kansas-Nebraska 
iniquity. 

Resolved, That we will waive ail former par- 
ty predilections, and, in concert, by all lawful 
means, seek to replace every branch of the 
Federal Government in the hands of men who 
will assert the rights of freedom, restore the 
Missouri compromise, and refuse, under all cir- 
cumstances, to tolerate the extension of slave- 
ry' 

2. Resolved, That our revolutionory ancestors 
regarded freedom as national, and slavery sec- 
tional — that we will steadfastly adhere to the 
policy, and firmly resist every attempt to reverse 
it. 

3. Resolved, That an Administration that 
lacKS the courage, ability, and disposition to 
protect the citizens of one State or Territory,

As 
they appear to have been actuated by mere curi- 
osity, leave was not granted them, and they will 
re'urn by way of Germany.

The St. Petersburg Naval Magazine publishes 
a report trom Dr. Peragoff, chief army surgeon 
at Sebastopol, in which it is said that never -n 
the history of surgery were such frightful 
wounds known .is those wh'ch came under the 
treatment of the Russian surgeons during the 
bombardment which commenced on the 9th of 
April, and caused by the 65 -pounder shot and 
200-pound shells of the besiegers. On the 9th, 
besides small operations in surgery, 300 amputa- 
tions were performed in only three of the op 
rating rooms In the chief depot of wounded, 
ten surgeons were continually occupied, and a 
large assembly room was four times successive 
ly filled with wounded. 

Sunday Law in London^— Adm inist rat ive Re- 
form. — A London correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Bulletin writes the following: 

Next to the war, the most exciting subject in 
London is the Sunday law, which has strength- 
ened the array of tl.e popular forces a 0 'ai st the 
privileged classes. The law, which forbids 
trading and closes the shops, beer-houses, &c, 
except during certain hours of Sunday, is an 
excellent one in principle; but while it operates 
seriously against the lower classes, it inter- 
feres not at all with the Sunday occupations and 
amusements of the aristocratic and wealthy. 
So, on Sunday afternoon last, an immense crowd 
of people assembled in Hyde Park about the 
hours when the nobility ton out to drive. They 
lined both sides of the great drive on the right 
•ot the Serpentine, and, as their carriages ar- 
rived, their occupants were greeted with shouts 
of 'Go home!" "Go to church!" "You have no 
business out of doors on Sunday!" along with 
derisive cries of "Does your mother know 
you're out?" "Have you got the key?" and 
other good-humored absurdities. 

At length they became so violent that carria- 
ges were actually stopped, and noble ladies in 
sumptuous dresses were compelled to alight, 
send home their equipages, and walk quietly 
back to their residences like common people. 
The crowd at one time is said to have reached 
15,000 or 20,000. About 64 o'clock, when I, 
not knowing of the commotion, walked down 
toward Hyde Park to see the stylish turn-outs, 
I found a crowd of several hundred policemen 
at Hyde Park corner, one of whom told me the 
meaning of the gathering. They were stationed 
there as a corps of reserve. 

I hastened up to the Parte and found still a 
crowd of many thousands, but the carriage way 
was absolutely vacant. Not a carriage was 
near it, but occasionally an adv-nturous horse- 
man (but not a fashionable) dashed through the 
gauntlet, and was hailed with all sorts of good- 
humored shouts. Tne police on the spot were 
numerous, but as there was then no breach of 
the peace there were no arrests. But the "no- 
bility and gentry" had been taught a severe les- 
son, and it was demonstrated that in England, 
in this age, there can be no law enacted control- 
ling social eustoms, which is not made equally 
applicable to rich as well as poor. 

If the petty shops are to be closed, and 
if working people are to he deprived 
of their Sunday recreation, the great club-houses 
of Pall Mall must also be closed, and the nobil- 
ity must cease their Sunday driving and their 
grand Sunday dinners. The titled gentlemen 
who have been urging these restrictive measures 
against the lower classes have been much alarm- 
ed by the Hyde Park demonstration. 

Government has disavowed Lord Robert Gros- 
venor's plans, and it seems likely that Sunday 
will soon be a day of as much license as eVer, 
simply because noble lords and members of 
Parliament have not the self-denial to bring 
themselves within the operation of a law which 
is offensive to the people at large. The firm 
stand taken by the people is but one of the ma- 
ny signs of a great social revolution now going 
on, which alarms the privileged classes, since it 
threatens to break down the barriers of rank 
and make England more truly republican than 
it has ever been. 

Administrative reform is a phrase heard now 
in every one's mouth, and the weekly meetings 
at Drury Lane Theater are beginning to excite 
much attention. On Wednesday evening, Chas. 
Dickens made his first political speech there, 
and it was a spicy, slashing bit of satire that is 
keenly felt by those in power. 

The Government organs try to throw ridicule 
upon it, and condemn Dickens for going out of 
his proper sphere to meddle with topics belong- 
ing to another class of people, apparently for- 
getting that all the evil complained of is attri- 
buted to the custom of confining politics and of- 
fice to one privileged class. 

Layard, the Nineveh explorer, is th» leader of 
the reform movement; but Dickens, as a great 
popular author, is regarded as an invaluable ac- 
quisition to the party, and it is gratifying to see 
that a man of his influence, who has been ac- 
cused of toadyism to the nobility and aristocra- 
cy, has the manliness to come out boldly on the 
popular side of the question, which is now re- 
garded as the vital one to England. 

A few nights since a portion of the tunnel on 
the North Pennsylvania Railroad, near Gwyned, 
fell in. Several days will be required to remove 
the obstructions and repair the damage done. 
The work on this portion of the road is very 
heavy and expensive. — Phil. N. American. 

A freight train took fire on Monday, near

General Land Office — Location of Bounty 
Lands. — The Acting Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office is frequently asked what time 
is meant in the fifth section of the act approved 
March 3, 1855, granting bounty land to certain 
officers and soldiers who have been engaged in 
the military service of the United States. The 
section reads as follows: 

And be it further enacted, That no warrant is- 
sued under the provisions of this act shall be lo- 
cated on any public lands except such as shall 
at the time be subject to sale at either the mini- 
mum or lower graduated prices. 

We are informed that the time meant in the 
above clause is the time at which application is 
made to locate the land warrant.

does the town of Portland vote for 
embers of the House of Repre 
sentatives in the Legislature at the next Au 
gust election? 

The new constitution of Kentucky, article 2, 
section 6, provides: "In the year 1850, and 
again in the year 1857, ai.d every eighth year 
thereafter, an enumeration of all the qualified 
voters in the State shall be made, and to secure 
uniformity and equality of representation, the 
State is hereby laid off into ten districts." The 
seventh district is composed of the counties of 
Jefferson, Oldham, Trimble, Carroll, Henry, and 
Shelby. The constitution was adopted 11th 



The first Legislature after its adoption assem- 
bled in 1850, and passed an act to apportion re- 
presentation, giving to Jefferson county, includ- 
ing the city, two Senators and six Representa- 
tives. The First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
and Sixth wards of the city had one Senator, and 
the Seventh and Eighth wards and the county 
of Jefferson one Senator. Of the Representa- 
tives, four were assigned to the city and two to 
the county. 

At the date of the passage of this act Port- 
land was not within the limits of the city of 
Louisville, and could not vote with the city for 
Representative. On the 9th of January 1852, 
an act of Assembly was passed and approved, 
"auhoriEing the trustees of the town of Port- 
land to open a poll to ascertain the sense of the 
qualified voters in regard to the annexation of 
the town of Portland to the city of Louisville." 
The vote was taken under this authority, and re- 
sulted in favor of annexation, and Portland was 
by ordinance annexed to Louisville, and the city 
limits were so extended as to made it a part of 
the coporale. 

It will be perceived by the foregoing synopsis 
of the acts, that at the time the apportionment 
law of,1850-"51 passed, Portland was not a part 
of the city, and was outside of the limits to 
which four Represeutatives were assigned by 
the last recited act. 

There can be no change of the apportionment 
law before the Legislative session of 1857, at 
which time another apportionment act must be 
passed, and until that time, Portland, according 
to the laws now in force, must vote with the 
county for Representatives. 

It follows as a matter of law that the Port- 
land voters at the ensuing August election (1855) 
vote with the county and for the county candi- 
dates, and their poll will be counted with the 
county, and not with the city poll. 

J^^The Hon. Millard Fillmore was enter- 
tained on the 25th of last month at a splendid 
banquet given by George Peabody, Esq., the 
eminent American banker, at the Star and Gar- 
ter, Richmond, near London.

Washington, July 11. 
The Cabinet of the 9th inst. met in full, and 
had before them the important questions of our 
Dominican and Cuban relations, particulars of 
which were lately reported in the Herald. The 
letters of your correspondent w*re read, and 
Mr. Marcy was appealed to as to their correct- 
ness. Anticipating this demand, he plead as ne- 
cessary for the suppression of certain papers 
bearing upon the above cases, from the Cabinet, 
that investigation wourfc prove them ground- 
less. 

His diplomacy fell heavily upon the keen sen- 
sibilities of both Mr. Davis and Mr. Dobbin, 
and I am now assured that the adjournment of 
this Cabinet meeting will be productive of most 
grave results. Dobbin will leave under pretext 
of ill health, but will not again resume his du- 
ties as Secretary of the Navy. Between the 
President and Secretary Davis there has not ex- 
isted the usual confidence. Davis has proved 
his treachery in the case of Soule, and his indi- 
rect opposition to the acquirement of Cuba, 
when it could have been obtained hy purchase 
three months after Mr. Soule's arrival at Mad- 
lid. 

It is now discovered that most important dis- 
patches, bearing upon our foreign interests, have 
been suppressed by Marcy, under the advice of 
the President, and that the cabinet — th« major- 
ity of it — have been misled and ill-informed 
upon various subjects that they have been called 
to act upon. 

A further investigation into the two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars of the government 
money, invested under cognizance of officials, 
in the Kansas land speculation, leads to the fol- 
lowing particulars. I have ascertained that a 
United States Senator is one of the principal 
advisers in the affair, and that Reader, with the 
entire party, now likely to meet with proper 
treatment in their speculations, at the hands of 
the new Kansas Legislature, have been under the 
direction of this well-known individual. The 
head of a certain bureau in this city is making 
investigations into this matter; and, contrary to 
my late advices, the most important of these pec- 
ulating facts may be made public before the 
meeting of Congress.

Particulars of the Burning of the 
Mag. Branner. — On Sunday morning, seven 
miles below Baton Rouge, about eight o'clock, 
the steamer Magnolia Branner, with a cargo of 
1076 bales cotton and sundries, took fire and 
burned to the water's edge. Boat and cargo, 
total loss, the crew barely escaping with their 
lives. The clerk got the books and papers to- 
gether, and learning that bis father was asleep 
indiis room, he left all and rushed to his rescue. 
All the money on board was lost. The pilot, 
Mi.

Relf took all on board, and the captain and 
crew of the Mag. Branner speak in the highest 
terms of the treatment they received from Capt.

Second District Court. — New Claimants 
to the McDonoeh Estate. — Sarah Greenwood, 
of Virginia, and others, have instituted suit in 
the Second District Court, against the cities of 
New Orleans and Baltimore and others, as uni- 
versal legatees of the McDonogh bequest, in 
which they aver that, as the heirs of Shepherd 
Brown, who was McDonogh's partner in busi- 
ness from 1802 to 1818, when he died, they are 
entitled to a large share of the property, 
they aver that at Brown's decease the property;

amounted to $800,000— that Brown's liabilities 
did not exceed $44,000, and that he owned much 
property besides. That McDonogh, as sole ad- 
ministrator, illegally caused the estate to be ad- 
judicated to himself, and by false representa- 
tions, obtained a compromise with the legatees 
for a smalltaum; and that as petitioners were mi- 
nors at the time, and had no say in the matter, 
they were defrauded. They claim 11-192 of 
Brown's whole ettate, with all revenues and 
arisen from it since.

Famine in Madawaska.—A let'er from Rev 
M. R. Kefp, a* home missionary stationed in 
Madawaska, to the Portland Mirror, under date 
of June 24th, states that the people in that por- 
tion of Maine are, and have been for months, in 
a state of starvation. He states that probably 
500 families, with an aver.-ge of eiefbt children 
each, have gone without bread from one to eight 
weeks at a time this spring. They keep alive 
now on greens, a few fish and frogs, and it is 
said they have eaten snakes. One or two cases 
of starvation are said to have occurred before 
the spring opened. Fish and game of all kinds 
are tcarce around the older settlements, and 
many of the men are too much famished and 
disheartened to take to the woods and lakes. 
The greatest relief looked for was the raspber- 
ry harvest, and about the first of August rasp- 
berries and blackberries were inexhaustible.

Alderman Harris, by leave, introduced an or- 
dinance fixing the price of license for taverns, 
which was read. On motion the charter provi- 
sion and rule of the board requiring same to lay 
over was suspended by a vote of two thirds of all 
the members elect. 

Alderman Grainger moved to strike out $300 
and insert in lieu thereof 2t0, (the price.) which 
was rejected by the following vote:

The second reading of said ordinance was then 
dispensed with, and same was passed by the fol- 
lowing vote: 

Yeas— Messrs. Burton, Harris, Douglass, Kaye 
and Howard — 5. 

Nays — Mr. President Weatherford, and 
Messrs. Taylor and Grainger — 3. 

Alderman Howard, from Street Committee, 
Western District, reported a resclution from the 
Common Council appropriating the additional 
sum of $40 to repsir the alley between Sixth and 
Seventh, Chestnut and broadway, which was 
adopted. 

Alderman Howard, from same, reported an 
ordinance to grade and pave the sidewalks on 
Main street, from Twelf hto Fourteenth. 

On motion of Alderman Douglass, the same 
was amended by striking out the word "paving," 
an>l said ordinance was then referred to Revision 



Alderman Howard, from same, reported the 
following resolution, which was adopted. 

Resolved by the General Council, That the City 
Engineer be and he is hereby directed to give the 
grade stakes to the contractor on High street, 
from Fult m to Commercial street, in the town 
of Portland. 

Alderman Howard, from same, reported a reso- 
lution approving the apportionment for digging 
and walling a cistern at the intersection of 
Seve ith and Broadway. P. Haffler, contractor. 

Also a resolution approving the apportionment 
for grading and paving the sidewalks on Market 
street, between Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, 
W. H. Hazard, contractor. 

Also the apportionment for grading and paving 
the sidewalks on Jefferson street, between Ninth 
and Tenth. W. H. Hazard, contractor, which 
were severally adopted. 

Aid. Howard, from same, reported a resolution 
from the Common Council directing the Street In- 
spector Western District to repair the gutter on 
•outh side of Walnut street, between Eighth and 
Ninth, which was adopted. 

Aid. Kaye by leave introduced the following 
resolutions, which were adopted. 

Resolved bm !hc General Council of the City of 
Louisville: That the Collectors of Railroad Taxe* 
for this city be and they are hereby authorised 
and directed to receive in payment of any railroad 
tax bill or bills due for the year 1855, from the 
persons owing the same or their agents, the bonds 
of the city issued cto the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company payable on the 15th day of 
Mqy, 1856, and said Collectors to allow the face of 
sai i bonds and the interest due thereon to the 
date of payment. 

Resolved further, Upon the said railroad com- 
pany depositing with the City Treasurer a given 
number of the bonds issued by the City of Louis- 
ville to said company maturing the 15th day of 
May. 1856. that the Railroad Collectors be and 
they are hereby directed to receive in payment of 
railroad taxes all certificates from said railroad 
company to the amount of the bonds thus depoei- 




Ald. Grainger, from Committee on Public 
Works, reported a resolution directing the City 
Engineer to report a plan and specifications for a 
bridge to be erected M Beargrass Creek at the 
Jefferson and Brownsboro, Turnpike, which was 
adopted. 

Alderman Taylor, from Police Committee, re- 
joAed a resolution from the Common Council 
allowing extra pay to the Watchmen, being a 
substitute for a resolution of this board, which 
was adopted. 

Alderman Taylor, from same, reported against 
an ordinance from the Common Council provi- 
ding for the erection of two station-houses, and 
same was accordingly rejected. 

Alderman Harris, from Special Committee, 
made report as to the duty of the General Coun- 
cil in regard to licenses, which was ordered to be 
^>read upon the journal of this board by the 
following vote: 

Yeas — Mr. President Weatherford, Messrs. 
Harris, Douglass, Kaye and Howard, 5. 
N*yn— Messrs Taylor, Burton and Grainger 

Said report is as follows, to- wit: 
The Special Committee, to whom was referred 
the resolution of this board to take into con«i- 
the subject of licensing taverns or 
of entertainment, with or without the 
of retailing spirituous liquors and the 
powers and duties of the General Council in 
reference to the same, state 

That, in the investigation of this subject, there 
is but one questir n to be considered by the 
mittee which his: 

Is it a duty or privilege with t 
cil to grant license for the retail of 
or fermented liquors'? 

To solve this question it is necessary to con- 
sider the various legislative enactments in re- 
lation to the subject in force now and heretofore 
existing. 

The Le<ri«lature of the State of Kentucky 
has uniformly recognized the use of ardent 
spirits as a beverage detrimental to the public 
w»al. by the imposition of restrictions and limi- 
tations upon traffic in them, constituting the sell- 
ing by retail a privilege sparingly and cautiously 
granted, and an exception to the general law. 

By the general statute law of the State, the 
retail of ardent spirits for the purpose of being 
drunk on the premises has always been and still 
is restricted to "taverns." Special exceptions 
have from time to time been made in favor of 
certain municipal corporations, which have been 
authorized as means of raising revenue to license 
the retail of ardent spirit* by persons other than 
tavern-keepers. 

Bv the provisions of the Charter of the city 
z>f Louisville, passed by the Legislature of Ken- 



tucky, and approved March 24th, 1851, in 
•ections 6 and 7, article 6, the General Council 
is authorized to license "taverns, hotels, public 
boarding-houses entertaining transient guests, 
&c." 

Section 6, reads as follows: "For taverns, 
hotels, public boarding-houses entertaining 
transient guests, and other houses or places of 
public resort or entertainment, wherein no malt, 
spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors are sold by 
retail, excepting houses of ill fame, gambling 
houses and cack-pits, which shall not be licensed, 
not less than ten dollars, nor more than two 
hundred dollars each shall be charged for license." 

Section 7th rsads as follows: "For coffee- 
houses, taverns and other houses and estab- 
lishments wherein malt, spirituous, vinous, or 
fermented liquors are sold by retail, not less 
than fifty dollars nor more than three hundred 
dollars each, shall be charged for license." 

The Revised Statutes, adopted by the Legisla- 
ture of Kentucky, at session of 1851-2, and in 
form from July 1, 1852, under the title of tav- 
erns, page 660, article 1, sec. 2, provide as 
follows: 

"The county courts shall have power to grant 
licenses to keep a tavern in their respect've coun- 
ties, for one year from the date of the grant, and 
until the next succeeding county court," 6tc. 

Now, it will be observed that the provisions in 
the Revised Statutes, are of a general nature, ap- 
plicable to the State at large, and proscribing 
rules for the action of the county courts, in grant- 
ing tavern license, not expressly nor by implica- 
tion, intsrfering with the provisions of our City 
Charter or the rights and duties of the General 
Council in such matters. 

We hold that the Revised Statutes did not re- 
peal the powers granted the General Council by 
the City Charter over the subject of licensing 
taverns, but if they did, the power was again re- 
invested by the L gislature of Kentucky at its 
session of 1853-4. See session acts, chapter 
1013, sec. 2, page 185 — which is as follows: 

"That wherever the municipal authorities of a 
city or town, before the Revised Statutes went 
into effect, had the authority of licensing the re- 
tail of spirituous liquors to be drunk on the 
premises, they shall retain such power, and it 
shall not be deemed to be repealed by the Revised 
Statutes." 

Another provision of the Revised Statutes, 
see page 550, article 2, sec. 3, recognises an ex- 
isting right in ce.tain cities or towns to license 
he retail of spirituous liquor. 

The Court of Appeals of Kentucky, in 14, 
Ben Munroe, Commonwealth vs. Kamp, 385, has 
determined that a license from a county court to 
keep a tavern, under the general law above cited, 
"ex vi termini 1 ' confers and embraces the privilege 
of retailing ardent spirits, but the provisions of 
the Charter of the City of Louisville, above 
quoted, are entirely different from those of the 
general statutes upon which the decision of the 
Court of Appeals was based and which that de- 
cision was intended to expound. 

The provisions of the City Charter, sections 6 
and 7, article 6, expressly recognize a distinction 
between taverns with and taverns without the 
privilege of retailing liquors, an d prescribe a dif- 
ferent grade of taxation. Thus showing clearly 
that the framers of the Charter did not consider 
liquor an indispensable element in a tavern, 
or that the franchise could not exist without 
"grog." 

But the legislative recognition of this distinc- 
tion is not confined to the provisions of the City 
Charter merely. So early as the year 1834, (see 
Brown and Morehead's Digest, page 1,504, sec- 
tion 9,) the Legislature of Kentucky recognised 
the same distinction by providing that tavern- 
keepers, not in a town nor within a half a mile 
thereof, and who did not retail spirituous liquor, 
need not obtain license. 9 

So, also, in 1851, (see Revised Statutes, page 
665, section 2) the Legislature expresslv declared 
that the privilege to sell spirituous liquor should 
not be implied in any license to keep a tavern, 
unless said right should be specified. This legis- 
lative definition of the word "tavern,"' excluding 
the idea that liquor is a necessary or inseparable 
element in the establishment, and engrafted up- 
on our statute, has no public sanction and re- 
cognition and still stands unrepealed. The 
statute in which it is embraced was in force when 
the City Charter was framed, and, according to all 
legal presumption, was known to the framers of 
the Charter. Hence it is to be inferred that, in 
framing the Charter, they used the word accord- 
ing to the definition they had prescribed to it. 
This is made manifest by sections 6 and 7, article 
6, City Charter. 

Section 6th provides that the City Council 
may charge for license for taverns, hotels and 
public boarding houses, &c, wherein no malt, 
spirituous or fermented liquor may be sold by re- 
tail, not less than ten nor more than two hundred 
dollars each. 

Section 7th provides that for license to taverns 
and hotels, wherein malt, vinous, spirituous and 
fermented liquors are sold, not less than fifty nor 
more than three hundred dollars each. 

Thus we have three separate and distinct leg- 
islative enactments, at different sessions of the 
Legislature, expressly declaring that a tavern 
may exist without the privilege of retailing liquor 
or, in other words, that houses for the accommo- 
dation of the public may exist without selling 
whisky. 

Can it then be said, after a review of the vari- 
ous enactments already cited, that the Legisla- 
ture of Kentucky, when adopting our City Char- 
ter, believee that the use of ardent spirits as a 
beverage was an indispensable public legal neces- 
sity, and so thinking, determined to withhold 
from the City Council the momentous power to 
deprive the people of the '•water of life." 

Such a suppositien is nor only derogatory to 
the intelligence of the legislature, but unsup- 
port:d by any even plausible sophistry. 

We have shown that the City Charter, in sec- 
tion 6, article 6, page 3 ] , expressly authorizes 
the Council to license taverns, hotels, public 
houses, &c., wherein no malt, spirituous, vinous 
or fermented liquours are sold by retail, and if 
we look to article 5, section 23, page 28 of the 
Charter, we find that boarding houses and liverv 
stable keepers in the city cf Louisville are given 
the like lien on the property of their guests in 
their care, or put at livery as tavern keepers have, 
alike answerable for the safety of 



property confided to them. 

What want, then, we ask, has the public that 
taverns, hotels and public boarding houses, with- 
out the privilege of selling ardent spirits, cannot 
supply but the thirst for whisky 1 

What security for good eating and lodging, 
and for the safety of property is afforded by tav- 
erns with the privilege of selling liquor that is 
not amply guaran'eed in similar establishments 
wherein spirits are not retailed 1 We answer, 
none. 

Then we ask wherein does the accommoda- 
tion of the public require taverns with the privi- 
lege of selling liquor, unless the use of ardent 
spirits as a beverage is regarded as a public ne- 
cessity. 

Unless it be conceded that the citizens of 
Louisville and the strangers visiting her cannot 
exist without using ardent spirits as a beverage, 
then we maintain their is no necessity for a tavem 
to be licensed with the privilege of retailing 
liquor. 

From the above citation of the Charter and 
legislative enactments, which in our opinion, con 



tain all the law applicable to the question, we 
are constrained to adhere to the opinion hereto- 
fore expressed by the Revision Committee of this 
board, that the decision of the Judge of the Jef- 
ferson Circuit Court rendered in the cases* 
of M. Kean and Nancy Vacaro against the May- 
or and Councilmen of the city of Louisville, is 
eronous. 

We maintain that the general State laws regu- 
lating the granting of tavern licenses by county 
courts, is not applicable to the General Council 
of the city of Louisville; 

That the City Charter of Louisville vests the 
General Council with the power to license tav- 
erns, hotels, public boarding houses, &c, either 
with or without the privilege of selling liquor, as 
they in their discretion may think proper; 

That the General Council, being a legislative 
body, the Judge has no right to dictate to them 
how they are to legislate. Upon a failure of the 
Council to exercise a discretionary power con- 
ferred upon them by law, the most a Judge can 
(legally) do is to compel them by peremptory 
mandamus to act upon the subject, but he cannot 
compel or direct the manner of its exercise. If 
he can. then the General Council is a mere ci- 
pher — ought to be abolished, and the Judge of 
the Jefferson Circuit Court permitted to make and 
execute the laws and ordinances for the govern 
ment of the city himself. 

The awarding of the peremptory mandamus 
by the Judge against the Mayor and Council- 
men of the city of Louisville, commanding them 
to ssue tavern licenses to Kean and Vacaro, was 
virtually denying to the General Council any dis- 
cretion in such matters. 

The City Charter authorizes the Council to grant 
tavern license, either with or without the privilege 
to retail liquor, at their election and discretion. 

The Judge commanded them to grant them tav- 
ern licenses, arid decided that tavern license car- 
ried with it the right to sell liquor. 

The General Council were always willing, in 
the exercise of the discretion given them by the 
charter, to grant Kean and Vacaro tavern licenses 
without the right to sell liquor. 

There was no averment in the petition of either 
Kean or Vacaro, that the taverns proposed to be 
licensed were necessary for the accommodation 
of the public; nor was there any proof to that 
end introduced upon the trial of the causes. 
These facts were assumed in the decision of the 
Judge. The parties (Kean and Vacaro) did not 
show themselves entitled to a tavern iicense, 
either under the charter or State law, not hav- 
ing complied with the requirements of either. 

Entertaining the firm conviction that the Gen- 
eral Council has the right to license taverns or 
not, either with or without the privilege to retail 
ardent spirits as they, in their discretion, may see 
proper, and finding nothing in the opinion of the 
Circuit Judge to awaken that conviction, but 
upon a careful review of the law everything to 
confirm and strengthen it ; and in view of our 
duty to the citizens of Louisville, who, by a very 
large majority, have expressed their decided op- 
position to the further granting of licenses for 
the retail of liquor in the city; and in order to 
prevent, as far as may be, the great amount of 
crime, misery, unhappiness, ruin, and desolation 
which the use of ardent spirits entails upon ev- 
ery class of society, in all their various ramifica- 
tions, we recommend to this board to stand firm — 
pursue the line of policy laid down in withholding 
all licenses whatever authorizing or permitting 
liq uor to be sold by retail, and in case mandamuses 
are again applied for before the Judge of the Jef- 
ferson Circuit Court, to resist them to the last ex- 
tremity, and if granted supersede them. We con- 
fidently believe that the mandamus granted in the 
cases of Kean and Vacaro, and all others which 
may be granted under a like state of facts, will be 
reversed. But if in that we should be mistaken, 
then we urge the General Council to take imme- 
diate steps for the passage of such a law, which 
in clear, forcible and unmistakeable language 
shall vest the General Council of this city with 
the jiower to banish forever the blighting and de- 
stroying curse of liquor from her midst.
